lir Lowe'a Budget has thrown the 
British people into excellent hamor. It 
will be remembered that last year 
when hlB match tax Bncoumbed to pop- 
ular disfavorj he clapped twopenco on 
the income tax. Now, however, he 
finds that he has a Barplna in hand of 
over three millions, and baa resolved to 
rcdoco tho iacotnc tax to what may he 
colled its normal state — fourpenco. Tbo 
dnty on coffee is also to be reduced 
from three penooto oneand a halfpence 
a pound« Bat it is tbo reductiou in 
the income tax ihat tbe people are go 
delighted about- Not only ia tho two- 
ponoo to come oCf, but Mr Lowe lias 
introduced a provision which will bu a 
great boon to tbat class of persona who 
find it difficult to make both ends meet 
and to whom the tax is a real hardship. 
Hitherto all incomes failing below one 
hundred pounds have been exempt, 
while incomes of two hundred pounds 
have been allowed a deduction of sixty 
ponnda before being calculated for tax- 
ation. The amount of dednction is now 
to be raised to eighty pourds and it is 
to be extended to ail inoomcs not ex- 
ceeding ibreo hundred pounds, Tliis 
legislation ia in tho riglit direniion — a 
griidaal sbiftiog of tho burden from the 
poor to the rich, a process which it 'u 
to be hoped will be conUnued until 
tho working classoa of England, so 
long prone under tho weight of taxation 
and the inadequate remuneration ot 
labor, Hhuil bo enabled lo hold up their 
heads, live a little cnoro like civilized 
being», and bring up their children as 
becomath Chritians, A few years of this 
kind of legislation, and wo shall hoar 
no more about Ropublicani-m in J-jng- 
Innd. Kaiso tbo poorer clas^i-', tlie 
worl<iDgmon of Eiigliuid tu ihurliiK' 
position and it will do more lo Hlrengtli- 
eo the Empire than ataodiDg armies 
and ironclad fleets.

Editob Bbitisb Colonist.— I am not in tbe 
habit of grumbling much, but as yoa are tha 
only medium by which we aan make our 
grievances known and I know yon like fair 
play as well as the rest of at, allow me to 
ask yon to deGne the meaning of "Tai Col- 
lector." Does it imply a man employed to 
go round a certaiu district acd call upoa each 
person, who la liable to pay a tax of any des- 
cription; or does it moan a man aeatod in a 
room, and (when it euits hia convionence to at- 
tend to busioesa) tako tbo tax ? Bscauao it 
seems to me aa if the same old gnmo aa in 
time past, is going to bo played over a|;ain. 
Wo pay a man ten dollars in every handred to 
go round and collect Ihe tax; but If we aro 
not prepared to pay jaat when ba call), then 
It is our daty to take it to|bi8ofics or appointed 
room, and if we fail to att«nd,it is bia business 
to issaa a aummons. I bare travelled some 
tboasands of milss and I bare llrsd ia several 
places tor three, fonr and five ysara at a tlraa 
both in tbe Old Country and ia Canada, bot 
in all my travels I never knew a man to be 
aammoaed for a tax till a'ter the tax collector 
had called for it, and payment beeu refused. 
Wbeo Mr.'OgiIvy cama round two yoara ago 
bo found no difficulty in collecting tho tax, 
and why ara we to be put lo orpenso and 
loss of time by bringing the money Into toT?n 7 
Tho loss of lime and the expense e&ts up more 
than tho amonnt of tho tax. Again, rospons 
Bible men can be found worth double the 
amount of taxes, wbo would collect it for fite 
per cent, and would not think it too much 
troable to go round to each person who Is 
liable, and when they got il would pay it 
into the Treasury honestly. That sarlag of 
five per eeot would raaka as a mile or two 
more of road. Bat l( we are to be fore? 
ed to bring this nioney into town, why 
cannot we pay it into tbe Tceaanry at once, 
and save tbe ten per eent which these men get 
for taking it and just scratching over a piece 
of paper by way of saying, received. When I 
was Tax Collector in the Old Country, I bad 
to go round to orery person liable, atid thon 
tf they refused to pay it, I had tba power to 
summons, but not before. 

Tbe laaertioo ol this, dear air, may bring 
relief to some of ui in time.
